Waiver, it ir ealléd—at what stage 


| does one lose one’s right to reject for 


a defect in a commercial document; in 
this case omission of the bill of Jad- 
ing date from the seller’s notice if ap- 
Propriation of a carga to the buyer's 
order? 

The buyer in the ease of Winters 
Bros. against G. J. Valkering, in the 
Commercial Court, before Mr. Justice 
Wright, made a telephone appoint- 
ment, after the ship’s arrival, with the 
sellers, to. meet at the bank next day 
to take up the documents, and ten 
minutes later telephoned that the 


tender was not in order, and he did 


not propose to take up the document. 

Mr. Justice Wright, who has had one 

er two bill-of. lading date cases lately, 

i held that the buyer 

self of the irregu- 

larity of. the omission of the bull of 

lading date, because he by his acts had 

waived it, and behaved as though an- 
nouncing a readiness to ignore it. 

The mattér came before the Judge 
on the appeal of the buyer from the 
London Corn Trade Association in Ap- 
peal Committee. . Mr. Cartwright 
Sharpe appeared for. the buyer, in- 
structed by: Messrs. Keene, Marsland 
and Ce., and Mr. J. Dickinson for the 
seller, instrueted by Messrs. Richards 
and Butler. 

Mr. . Justice Wright, 
judgment, -said:—This case 
before me as a. special case 
stated by the chairman .of the 
appeal committee. of the London 
Corn Trade -Assocjation, who had 
made.an award, subject to the opinion 
of the coutt, in favour of the sellers 
under a‘ contract in' writing dated 
April 28, 1928. Under that eontract 
G J. Valkering, the buyer, agreed to 
buy from Messrs, Winter Bros., as 
sellers,’ a quantity of 350 tons of Tas- 
manian. wheat, shipment in good con- 
dition per first-class steamer and-or 
steamers from a Tasmanian port, as 
per: bill or bills of lading dated or to 
be dated May-June, 1928, at 53s 3d 
per. quarter, including freight and in- 
surance to London.

A, certain quantity, .of what was

I am far from saying that it is the 
duty of the buyer to correct the faults 
of the sellers, or that the sellers are 
entitled to be as careless as they 
please and send’ in bad notices of ap- 
propriation, and then insist that the 
buyer is bound to take them, though 
the . buyer has done nothing which 
would amount to.a waiver of the ir- 
regularity; but in this case it appears 
to me—and it is obviously the view of 
the Appeal Committee of the London 
Corn Trade. Association—that the 
buyer has definitely waived the irre- 
gularity. in the notice of appropria- 
tion. I ignore what happened subse- 
quently, because it seems to mé that 
the essential point here is this:- that 
the notice of apprcpriation being ir- 
regular upon its face, the buyer not 
merely did nothing at all, but he de- 
finitely accepted the tender; by accept- 
ing the tender, I-think he did not 
merely receive a piece of paper into 
his possession instead : of sending it 
baek, but he actually received it as a 
tender—that is to say, as a tender 
under the contract, and if he took a 
document as a.good tender, though it 
bore on its face a patent irregularity, 
1 think he thereby waived the irregu- 


larity. 
“A Waiver” 

That is clearly the view of the Ap- 
peal Committee of the London Corn 
Trade Association; they-have found as 
a fact that here was a waiver. All 
I have to do is to see that there was 
evidence upon .which they could so 
find, because if there is any evidence 
upon which they could so find, their 
finding of fact is conclusive so far as 
I am concerned. J take it that they 
must have formed the view that the 
buyer by signing the document he did 
acknowledging the receipt .of -the 
tender, meant ja business to acknow- 
ledge. it as a! good tender, and that 
would clearly, in my judgment, con- 
stitute 2 waiver. 

The case is analagous to that which 
arises in connection with the sale of 
goods, where on a tender ‘of goods 
which, in fact, do not correspond with 
the contract . descriptions for any 
reason the buyer may accept that 
tender in terms or by conduct, and 
when he does so he is then debarred 
from rejecting the goods in respect 
of their non-conformity with the ‘con- 
tract, assuming, of course, that he has 
had a reasonable opportunity of in- 
specting the goods, and under those 
circumstances, thoigh he may claim 
for damages in respect of the non- 
conformity with the contract, if he has 
suffered any. damage, he is ‘not ene 
titled to reject the goods.

HOW A CHINESE CHEATED THE 
BUSES 
A CHANCE FIND 

Three Chinese were this morning 
charged at the Kowloon Police 
Court before Mr. T. 8S. Whyte-Smith 
with the unlawful Possession of 
778 forged ten cent nieces, Tlong 
Kong curreney. 

As the result of a raid on the 
first floor of 2 Waisung Street De- 
tective-Sergt. Fitches discovered the 
money concealed very cleverly in 
the wall of the room. 

Besides the money was. some 
opium sunk in the wall concealed 
by paper with a calendar. . 
“On the first defendant. 
found $3.53 all genuine. 

There were also discovered 
tooth brushes and a bottle of oil, 
with which fo clean the silver 
money. : 

Sergt. Fitches told the Court 
that the men used the forged 
moriey to travel on buses and to 
buy cigarettes.

States more than $25,000,000,000 
and the debt increases yearly. 
Interest on this_indebtedness ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000,000 annually. and 
there is a trade balance in favour 
of -the United States which -is pil- 
ing up another $1,000,000,000. each 
year, Government figures. reveal. 
In. order to meet these payments 
and maintain exchange balances, 
foreign countries have been bor- 
rowing in the United States be- 
tween $1,000,000,000 and $1,500,- 
000,000 yearly since 1923.

borrowings and the $2,000,000,0007

DERBY DAY 


ROMANCE, TRAGEDY—AND 
VILLAINY 
[By Edward Wood] 

The Derby is the greatest horse- 
racée in the world.. Its history is 
full of. romance. It also has its 
pages of tragedy and, the honest 
historian. must admit, its chapters 
of villainy. 

The winner, if a stallion, is 
worth a fortune asa sire, indepen- 
dent of the stakes won by racing. 
Last year, when Felstead won, the 
Derby was worth £11,605 The 
horse did not run again, owing to 
some trouble which kept him out

Never a Derby comes round with- 
out enthusiastic sportsmen discuss- ‘ 
ing—What was the best horse that 
aver won the Derby?

greatest racehorse of al! time. ;

To him ‘Signorinetta was not 
merely a racehorse, but something 
more—something that was part of ; 
himself. 1 have often thought that 
Ginistrelli imparted something of ' 
his wonderful belief to the filly and 
thus. payed the way to victory. 
Many people will laugh at this 
idea, but I do ‘not think any real | 
lover of horses or any.real horse- } 
man will. Only recently, in writing ! 
his lite story, that great . 
Bernard. Carslake, stated that sym- 
pathy between horse and rider 
often means the difference between 
victory and defeat, and if with a 
jockey, why not with a trainer? 

The famous case that has gone 
down in turf histery as “The Run- 
ning Rein Fraud” will never be for- 
gotten. Running Rein won, but 
was objected to on the grount that 
he was a four-year-old, and the ob- 
jection was sustained, an expert’s 


examination of the horse's teeth ; 
proving that he was a year older j 


than the three years whieh is the 
first qualification for a runner in 
the Derby. And in that very year 
there was another horse, Leander, 
who was almost certainly a four- 
year-old. His connections said that 
he had broken a leg ‘during the 
race, and they shot him very haatily 
and buried him with equal dispatch.

“FIN. ISHED WITH POLITICS” 


A man whose name a few years 


ago was almost synonymous . with: 


anti-British espionage and pro- 
paganda was on board the North 
German Lloyd steamer “Trier” 
when this ship arrived at Singapore 
from.

He was I. 2 Trebitach Lincoln 
formerly M.P. for. Darlington in the 
House of Commons, a aotorious 
German spy and since the War a 
leader of-anti-British activity in 
China. Although he claims to have 


| taken no part in polities since 1925, 


and states that he is now devoting 
his life to 2 worldwide campaign for 
Buddhism, he is still not allowed to 
enter any part of the British 
Empire and he was not permitted 
te go ashore in Hong Kong or 
Singapore. : 

To a “Straits Times” represerita- 
tive yesterday. Mr. Trebitsch Lincoln 
talked freely and.frankly of his past| 
and present activities, only stipu- 
lating that he should be reported 
fairly and accurately, and the long 
conversation which is summarised’ 
in this interview was a most inter- 
esting experience. The ohysical 
appearance of this former implac- 
able enemy.of Great Britain is 
arresting in itself. His skull is 
shaven clean, his bright and keen 
eyes are set in a head of most un- 
usual shape, and his chin is covered 
by a short black beard. Extremely 
well informed, and obviously pos- 
sessed of intellectual ability far 
above the average, he is a forceful; 
concise and attractive ~ talker, 
especialiy on his favourite subject 
of Buddhism. 


Seven Years in-China 

Mr. Trebitsch Lincoln. first: went 
to China in 1923 as political adviser 
to General Yang Sen, and later he 
joined General Wu Pei-fu in. a 
similar capacity. He makes no 
secret of the fact that he was then 
working actively against Great 
Britain, but he told the interviewer, 
when asked for: his opinion on the 
Chinese situation, that he had been 
entirely out of polities for four 
years. 

“First of all, I want to. make it 
quite clear that although I am 
travelling on a Chinese passport I 
am not mixed up in Chinese politics 
in any way,’ he said. - “However, 
there aré three things I will -tell 
you about China. The first is that 
the forelgn powers are only reaping 
now: what they have sewn. The 
second is that the foreign powers 
will do very well if they will really 
and truly not interfere in China— 
that will be good both for them and 
China. And the third thing is that 
all the powers ‘having an active 
policy in.China will reap nothing but 
disappointment. That is enigmatic, 
but I will not explain. it.” 

Asked to comment on the present

Grimm, of Munich, He had his 
plans, and had discussed them with 
Dr. Grimm, but until he had con- 
sulted with Dr. Grimm, he could not 
say more. oe 

This former enemy of Great 
Britain readily answered a question 
as to his present attinide towards 
that country. 

“My attitude is ‘absolutely free 
from all ‘resentment, il-will, free 
from any thoughts of ‘hatred or re- 
yenge,” he said, “and I should like 
to say that I have done my best to 
bring about a reconciliation with 
the British Government, but I have 
evoked haughty rebuffs. I have 
therefore written ‘finis.’ The mat- 
ter is settled for me. I have done 
all I could.
